Workmen Began the Work of Placing 


the Cement Today—Railroad Com- 


panies Will Pay Share of 


Expense. 


Work on the cement storm sewer 


through the tunnel, Just completed by 
•he* railroad companies, under their 
tracks between North Bluff street and 
North Main street v/as started today. 
The citv during 
the' summer com- 
pleted their share of the storm sewer 
and before the connection could be 
made the railroad company had to ex- 
cavate their tunnel under the tracKS. 
The storm -sewer was installed by 
the city to care for the water which 
previous gathered.at the intersection 
of Fourth avenue and 
North Bluff 
•street. The sewer will extend to the 
r-ver ju°»t above the lower ice house. 
Both ends of the tunnel were com- 
pleted at the expense of the city, but 
the work of dlgsinpr the tunnel under 
the tracks was done under the super- 
vision and expense of the railroad 
companies. 
. , . 
In completing the work of placing 


the cement the city will stand the ex- 
pense'of the cement and the labor re- 
outred, while the railroad companies 
will do the filling after the work has 
been completed. The tunnel itself is 
a piece of work which retired much 
labor. It is over two hundred and 
fifty feet long and is about six feet in 
height and about eight feet wide. .As 
the tunnel progressed solid walls were 
placed and these walls will not be re- 
moved -when the sewer is placed. 
The sewer, which wilt be made- of 
concrete, will be re-enforced through- 
out and will stand the pressure -'of 
the enormous weight resting on it. 
Steel rods will 'be placed in the ce- 
ment to hold it. flrmlv in positipn. 
These rods running- in the lengthwise 
direction win be placed at intervals 
of nine Inches and will be connected 
with rods rur-Jiing around the sewer.

WHAT IS THE DEALER'S SHARE? 
The milk business needs further 
regulation and organization. 
The dealer- comes in for his share 
of criticism Mn connection with 'milk 
prices. It is often said that the dealer 
is the main cause of the high prices 
since he takes as much for distrib- 
uting the milk as 1he farmer gets for 
producing i t . 
- . . . " > 
The flrst answer to this criticism is 
that he doesn't get .as much as the 
farmer. The next explanation is that 
under the circumstances, he does busi- 
ness at high cost. 
The usual version of the case is 
that, in case of the 63.22 a hundred 
pounds paid for milk in Milwaukee, 
that the farmer gets a little under 
seven cents a quart and -the dealer 
gets four 
cents. In 
Chicago 
the 
dealer is said to pay 7.4 cents and gets? 
the difference between that and 1^ 
cents, or 4.6 cents. As a matter of 
fact the dealers get less than these 
amounts.Mn nearly all cases they sell 
a large part of their milk at. whole-
